Meaning of the Vote. 


LONDON, Oct. 24 (Assoctated Press). 
—Political experts and editorial. utter- 
ances In the papers today generally ex- 
pressed the view that no one expects 
the Government to resign as a result of 
the adverse vote in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday and that the circum- 
stances of the defeat of the Pilots’ 
amendment in  nowise need entail 
such .a step. The incident, however, 
is regarded on all sides as one which has 
given.the Mininstry a severe shock, a 


’ pepetition of which it could hardly sur- 


vive. 

The vote of 185 to 113 against. the Min- 
istry is generally described as an asser- 
tion of. the independence of the House of 
Commons and a revolt against’ the 
alleged. dictation of Ministers—a. deter- 
mination’ to reassert the supremacy 
which the Commons surrendered to the 
Cabinet during the war. 

More than: one-hundred supporters of 
the Coalition, among whom Sir Edward 
Carson was conspicuous, voted against 
the Government... These represented the 
intense anti-alien feeling prevailing 
among the conservative Coalitionists 
and the fear that the Government is 
trying in the present stage of the bill 
to annul. amendments which those’ hos- 
tile to aliéns securéd in the commit- 
tee stage.

Heed Cormmiletes Find the Wis- 
consin  Member-Elect. Was 
Disloyal During the War. 


AGAINST HIM, BY 8. TO 1 


Socialism Not an Issue, Says 
the Report, for Socialists in 
Other Countries Were Loyal.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—By a vote 
of 8 to 1 the Special House Committee 
considering the case of Victor L. Ber- 
ger of Wisconsin, recommended that he 
be excluded from membership of the 
House, and declared the seat in. the 
Fifth Wisconsin district vacant, assert- 
ing in the report ‘‘ that Victor L. Ber- 
ger was disloyal to the United States of 
America, at a time when its existence 
as a free and independent nation -was at 
stdke, there cannot be the slightest 
doubt.” 

The report also characterized his acts 
as treasonable in.character during the 
war. 

Representative Rodenberg of. Illinois, 
filed a minority report, in which he 
argued that the House’ should delay \its 
decision until Mr. Berger’s appeal. had 
been disposed of by’ the Court of Ap- 
peals. The Seventh United -States 
District Court had decided that his 


.writings were disloyal, and Mr. Berger 


had ‘appealed from. that decision. 
The committee recommends the adop- 
tion of this resolution: 

Resolved; That under the facts and 
circumstaticéa‘of this. -¢ Victor L.° 
Berger is not entitled to: take oath’ of 
office as a Representative in this 
House from the Fifth Congressional 
District of the State of Wisconsin or 
to hold a‘seat therein as such Repre- 
sentative.

Paris Delegates Find Reservation to

Wilson will have. the final’ word as to 
whether Administration Democrats are 
to vote for rejection of the treaty in 
case the reservations now proposed by 
the Senate Foreign Relations. Commit- 
tee are included in the resolution of 
ratification, according to. the general 
belief here tonight. 

Senator Hitclicock and Senator Swan- 
son, leaders of the -Administration 
forces, both denied that any. definite 
program had been determined upon, but 
Republitan Senators are authority for 
the statement that the decision as to 
the final vote will rest with the White 
House. Democratic. members of the 
Foreign Relations Committee are. said 
to have made this statement to Repub- 
lican members. 

Democratic Senators have conferred at 
length with Vice President Marshall, it 
was disclosed today, and every detail 
of the pyocedure to be followed when 
the resolution of ratification.comes. be- 
fore the Senate has been gone over. 
Senators Hitchcock and Swanson par- 
ticipated inthe conference. - Their pur- 
pose is to know in advancé just how the 
Chair -will rule on the various manoeu- 
‘vres. in. which both: sides will 
when the treaty enters its last age. | 
Senator Lodge has also consultéd with 
Mr. Marshall on this matter. 7 

All interest at the Capitol today was 
centred on this approaching contest over 
the resolution of ratification. As” a 
parliamentary battle it is expected to 
exceed in spectacular. floor work anything 
which has taken placé in the Senate 
since civil war days. 

Each of the reservations reported out 
by Senator Lodge, with the approval 
of the Foreign Relations Committee, will 
be voted on separately, according to 
the majority leader. The preamble re- 
quiring theassént of three of ‘the lead- 
ing allied powers will likewise be voted 
on separately, as an amendment to the 
resolution of ratification: y 

Administration Senators are said to 
have decided that when the individual 
proposals have been acted upon and the 
resolution of ratification st&inds in its 
amended form, ready for final adop- 
tion, the President will be brought in 
on the play. The crucial qtfeston for 
Democratic Senators will be whether 
the treaty is to bé accepted with the 
reservations agreed to or whether the 
resolution of ratification shall be re- 
jected. This question, it is said, is one 
which President Wilson must decide, 
and his. decision must be made in the 
brief interval before the final roll cull 
begins. 

It is too great a responsibility to be 
assumed by any one but the President 
himself, according to the belief of many 
Democratic Senators. In. this connec- 
tion, it was recalled that in a recent 
letter to Dr. Grayson Senator Hitchcock 
said no conferences with the Rresident 
would be necessary for a: week or ten 
days. By that time, it is expected, the 
reservation question will be practically 
decided, and it is theught this is what 
Senator Hitchcock may. have’ had. in 
mind.

The Letter to the President. 


Late tonight the White House made 
public the text of the letter to President 
Wilson from the public group. . It was 
signed by Mr. Baruch as Chairman. 
The letter read: 

** "To the President of the United States: 

‘““The delegates appointed by you as 
representatives or the general public of 
the Induatrias yaasersere beg to submit 
the following repo 

‘The conberanen proper ee on 
Oct. 6 and tarenipat on. Oct. sitting 
in all thirteen days. The public group 
held twenty-three meetings for the dis- 
cussion of the various matters brought 
before the conference. 

“The public oup, as was intended, 

differed from e other groups repre- 
senting labor and capital, in one im- 
ortant BArtionyat. t had not the 
omogeneity of interests of either of 
ese groups; it represented, rather, a 
cross eetion of American life. Among 
its members were employers of labor, 
large and small, ob c teiee, an 7 
resentatives .of labor; . 

rofessiona] students of industeiar a 
ems. Notwithstanding this diversity of 
interests and relation, there was mani- 
fested throughout an Ege ore amount 
of agreement upon. the most vital sub- 
ects. - This we regarded as a most 

opeful sign for the future, and an evi- 
dence of the possibility of a united ac- 
tion in the interests of the entire nation. 

** The existence of the steel, strike had 
the effect of focusing interest and atten- 
tion upon the present conflict as against 
constructive measures ene agreement 
for the future, and ma the calm dis- 
cussion of such constructive measures 
difficult. Because it was manifestly 
impossible,to dispose ‘of this subject by 
agreement under the rules of the con- 


groups, the conference decided to defer’ 
action upon the question until the sub- 
ject of collective epining was passed 
upon.

The difficulty that arose and the issue 
upon which the conference failed to 
agree was not upon the principle in- 
volved but upon the method of making it 
effective. 

‘‘In our judgment even this difficulty 
would not have been insurmountable 
had the conference approached its 
in another way. :

ATTACKS FRENCH’S STORY. 


Official British Historian Says Com- 
mander Lost His Head. 


LONDON, Oct. 24.—John William 
Fortescue, who is writing the official 
history of the war, has contributed to 
The Quarterly Review articles dealing 
with the controversy regarding Field 
Marshal Viseount French when he was 
in command of the forces in France. 

“The fact, we fear, is,” says Mr.

The qnestion naturally arises as to the 
relations of, this commission to the 
Council of the League of Nations. The 
treaty very clearly puts upon the League 
of Nations the execution of part-ef the 
Versailles treaty. It also,.creates many 
committees without mentioning the 
League of Nations. It seems to. be the 
opinion of the members of the Supreme

. FEDERAL BUDGET REFORM. 

The same. newspapers that: reported 
the passage in the Houge'of the bill to 
reform ‘the Federal budget bya vote 
of 283 to 3 reportéd a horrible example 
of the necessity. of it dn‘ a "deficiency 
bill of $42,000,000.
